The Student Attitude Survey taken last fall was 
interpreted by Government Richard 
Hughes, who coordinated the survey. as affecting 
students in areas of housing, major changes and 
transportation 

"Students would rather tive in arent situation with 
roommates Hughes said The survey asked 
students where they lived and where they would 
prefer to live. The related questions were analyzed 
through a cross tabulation method for statistical 
significance 

Students residing in dorms were the least satis 
fied with their living conditions. prefering to rent and 
live with roommates, Those in College Town mar 
ried students apartments or already renting with 
roommates were the most satisfied with their living 
Situations The majority of students living with their 
parents were also satisfied, the survey showed 

Hughes found the response from dorm students 
interesting He also believes the attitude toward ren- 
ting shouid be considered if more housing around 
campus 1s ever built in the future

Art historians decipher cave - drawings and notes 
scrawled backwards by Leonardo da Vinci, but what 
about doodies? From the omnipresent geometric 
box shapes to animals, flowers, and various 
designs, doodling gives the non - artist a chance to 
create a substantial work of art. Saul Steinberg has 
made a career of it 

Doodling relieves the student's mind from clas- 
sroom boredom, and ultimately causes the sale of 
tons of paper and gallons of ink. However, doodling 
is Dy NO means a phenomenon limited to school 
Situations. Prominent bureaucrats, politicians, and 
businessmen often doodle - away the hours. ignor 
ing their “real” work for days. Executive doodilers 
frequently order reams of printed stationery so that 
they can freely express their doodle urges, within 
the confines of business sophistication 

While taiking on the telephone, people are 
especially vulnerable to the doodie - itch Scratch 
pads, propped next to the phone, originally intended 
for messages, are often converted into pages of pure 
doodie Some people are atraid ot the ridicule they 
might receive when aquaintances find out about
